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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant argues that Browning does not medical film is configured that the reinforcing material and the gelatin film are integrated with each 
other. The Examiner submits that they are integrated together as Browning teaches that the gelatin encapsulates the reinforcing material 
(see page 12, lines 7-11). Applicant argues that the medical film of the instant invention has superior strength while the film of Browing has 
a mesh with diminished strength. It should be noted that Applicant's arguments are not commensurate in scope with the claims as the 
claims do not require "superior strength". Applicant argues that Browning does not provide a reasonable basis for a multifilament yarn 
having a thickness in the range of 30 to 200 denier as required by claim 1 as Browing desires a mesh with a diminished strength. It should 
be noted that diminished strength is relative and Applicant doesn't require "superior strength" contrary to Applicant's arguments. 
Furthermore, Browning establishes that the filaments have a particular diameter, in particular between 0.02 and 0.15 mm. The Examiner 
has submitted it would be within the skill of one in the art to optimize the denier based on the desired strength and flexibility of the implant. 
The Applicant has not shown any evidence that the denier has critical or unexpected results. The rejections are maintained. 
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
